WASHINGTON GOSSIP,

An Alleged Forger Bkips-The Fro-
teas Inguiry--The Trade Dollar.

Washington, Jan. 3—The Star, says:
Clarence M. Barton for several years con-
nected with different papers in this city,
is missing, and it is alleged has left be-
hind him a number of forged endorse-
ments on which he had obtained money.
Among the names said to have been
forged are William M Dickson the fore-
man of the first star route jury and Hen-
ry D. Battle, a merchant. Gen Brady’s
name is on some of the paper, but it isnot
ascertained whether he obtained any
money onthis, The amount of the
fraudulent paper and its extent are un-
known. Barton was night editor ofthe
Republican when an affray occured be-
tween the Saltedo brothers and himself
which resulted in the death of the elder
Saltedo.

The national board of health has in-
formation, communicated by the state de-
partment of the continuance of cholerain
Alexandria, Judge Farman of the inter-
national tribunal at Cairo says: “There
are from one tothree cases per day re-
sulting in death and many more in which
those who are attacked recover,” He es-
timaies the number of deaths from chol-
era during the past summer as double
that given in the official estimates, 48,000
to 50,000. Owingto the want of proper
organization, however, the retims are not
trustworthy. The consul general reports
that in well informed official circles the
number of victimsis estimated as not below
65,000 to 70,000. In many villages in the
interior, he says, the majority of the la-
boring population have died. In some in-
stances nearly entire communities have
disappeared so that not sufficient effective
hnmfs remain to cultivate and harvest the
crops.

Capt. Pike of the Proteus was before
the Arctic bywrd to-day and gave his
views concerning the best plan to be
adopted to secure success by the next
expedition for Greely's relief.

Linden Kent, Licut. Garlington’s coun-
sel made an argument to-day before the
Proteus court in defense of his client.

cover the amount thus retained $7000

Last Friday Kobb was arrested
secretly in a house of ill-repute with one
of the inmates of whom he had become
enamoured and wason the point of starf-
ing for Mexico. Four hundred dollars
was found in his possession, $1200 worth
of furs dnd silks whice he had lavished on
the woman, was also taken possessionof
It was found that Kobb had spent $2500
here and Vanarsdale had spent -g¢3ooo.
[t appears that he forged bills of exchange
and invested the money in govemment
bonds, and absconded. Pinkerton says
he confessed to his stealings being fully
$100,000. He was taken to New York
the same day. When arrested last Sun-
day he took the detective to the upper
part of New York where, after some
difficulty, they recovered from a dry
cistern encased in a hermetically sealed
drain pipe and wrapped in oiled silk gov-
emment bonds to the amount of $20,000,
going thence to Brooklyn where another
piece of drain pipe yielded $25.000, It
is not known whether any more
money has been recovered.
